the sevate is to open all the certificates; 
then the votes are to be counted 
Now, the counting of the 
votes implies a scrutiny of them, an 
examination of them to. see whether 
they are correct or fraudulent, Who- 
ever has the counting in charge must be 
convineed that they are not fraudulent 
and that the certificate is a correct and 
just one. One bas only to suppose a 
forged certiticate, which would not be 
counted. Whoever may be entitled to 
can examine the certificate to see 
whether it is aforged one. If they can 
éxamine thétertificatein one particular 
it would seem clear that they could ex-

How has Florida voted? is a question 
which has been asked with painful 
anxiety by the people throughout the 
country almost ever since the election. 
Yesterday’s dispatches, however, indi- 
cated conclusively that her voice, like 
that of her sister states of the “solid 
south,” was for reform and self govern- 
ment. 

This being determined, another in- 
quiry of even greater importancein this 
day of radical trickery, now absorbs 
public attention, viz: How shall her 
vote be counted 

To approximate a correct reply to 
this question, a knowledge of the duties 
and powers of the board of canvassers 
is necessary. The following telegram 
from United States Senator C. W. 
Jones, of that state to one of our con- 
temporaries bears upon the subject: 

Wm. Archer Cocke attorney general; C. A. 
Cargill, controller; 8. B. Me. inn, secretary of 
state, and such other member of the governor's 
cabinet as they may designate, compose the 
board of canvassers and on the thirty fifth day 
after the general election, or sooner, if returns 
shall have been :eceived they are to meet at the 
office of secretary of state pursuant to notice by 
the secretary of state and proceed to canvass 
returns of elections, and determine and de 
clare who shal: have been elected to any office 


If any return shall be shown or shall apvear to 
be so irregular, false or fraudulent that the 


board shall be unable to determine the true 
vote for any office they shall so certify, and shall 
not inc udesuch returnsin their determination, 
and the secretary of state shall preserve and file 
in his office all such returns and documents as 
may have been before the canvassers, the can- 
vassers shall make and tign a certificate show- 
ing the whole number of votes given for each 
office and then declare the result and record the 
same. 

Only one of the members of this board, at- 
torney General Cooke, is a democrat—but he is 
in all respects worthy of entire confiden:e and 
will undoubtedly see that no wrong of any 
kind is perpetrated. 

By an examination of the Digest of 
the Laws of Florida, we find that up to 
the year 1871 the board of canvassers 
had almost exclusive power over the 
returns of all general electioas in the 
state. 

By an act that year the law regulating 
and defining their powers was repeal- 
ed and another one, going more into de- 
tails, was enacted. This latter statute 
provided that the board of canvassers 
should have the power of determining 
upon the illegality of all returns in 
elections for governor and other officers 
elected upon the general ticket and also 
upon the returns of elections for mem- 
bers of the legislature and other state 
offices, Another section of the same 
act gave them power to pass upon the 
legality of elections for congressmen. 

Nothing is said, however, in regard 
to elections for presidential electors, 
and unless there has been some sup- 
plementary statute to that effect since 
the above date, which we have been 
unable to discover, it would appear 
that by the letter of the law, at least, 
the board of canvassers has no power 
over the returns of the vote for elec- 
tors.

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THE BINYON CASE. 


VERDICT OF GUILTV {IN EVERY 
counr. 


Sentence Suspended on Every Count. 


On Friday and Saturday of last week 
the United States circuit court was occupied in 
a trial of a criminal case of no little importence 
to ourcommunity. The defendant, Mr. Thomas 
B. Binyon, is a well cnown citizen, and his 
troubles, at the time they oecurred, caused a 
very profound sensation in business circles. At 
the opening of the present year, Mr. Binyon oc- 
cupied the position of teller in the Atlanta Na- 
tional bank, and was receiving a handsome sal- 
ary. He had been in the employ of the bank 
for several years previous, had developed busi- 
ness capacity of a high order, and had thorough: 
ly won the confidence of his employers. 

During the month of January some pecu- 
liarities in the method Mr. Bipyon was keeping 
his books attracted the attention of the bank 
officials, and caused a suspicion which resulted 


board of directors. To the astonishment o; 
every one a deficit was discovered is his cash of 
about $16,600, and several false entries were 
fouud upon his cash book. The news was re- 
ceived everywhere with astonishment, for the 
unfortunate gentleman's circle of friends in this 
community was very large. Many believed that 
Binyon apgropriated very little, ifany, of this 
large amount 
TO HIS OWN USE, 

and that he had been made a tool of by others 
Binyon himself refused at the time, and refuses 
still togive any explanation, and as a court of 
luw possesses no ma hinery for relieving a mys- 
tery of this kind it is probable that it never will 
be certainly known what became of the money, 

He was arraigned for embezzlement before a 
United States commissioner and required to give 
bond, which he did after the lapse of several 
days, and with some difficulty. 

The grand jury at the following term of the 
United States court found two bills against 
him. 

The first charges him with the offence 
of making false entries in his cash book on the 
St 1, 12th, 2ist, 22d and 26th of January, 1876 
The other charges him with embezz!ing the sum 
of $16,5.0, the property of tne Atlanta National 
bank 

Mr. Binyon was arraigne‘ on the first of these 
indictmenis last weck, and late Saturday even- 
ing the jury returned a verdict of guilty on 
every count. He wasdefended by General Gar- 
trell, Judge Hopkins and Col N J Hammond 
who labored faithfully, but ineffectually, tosave 
him. Ihe government was represented by the 
aistrict attorney and Judges McCay aud Cun- 
ningham. 

The case was called up again sesterday morn- 
ing, and the prisoner’s attorneys immediately 
gave notice of a motion fora new trial. As they 
had not had time to prepare their motion the 
court suspended se tence until this morning, 
when argument will be heard upon the motion. 
If it is overruled, sentence will be imposed. In 
the meantime Binyon isin custody of the mar- 
shel. It is not probable that the other indict. 
ment will be pressed, cerinly not at present’ 
Much sympathy is felt for the unfortunate man 
and his family.
